The  five-point  program,  which 
Nationalist  China  was  informed  about  on 
Monday,  will  permit  U.S.  exports  of 
non-strategic  goods  such  as  pharmaceutical 
and  agricultural  supplies  and  consumer 
goods,  Ziegler  said. 

Imports  into  the  United  States  of 
“designated  items”  from  China  also  will  be 
permitted. 

This  would  allow  the  first  direct  trade 
between  the  two  countries  since  it  was  cut 
off  by  the  Export  Control  Act  of  1950, 
which  Congress  passed  to  halt  U.S. 
commerce  with  Communist  nations. 

In  addition,  the  plan  would  ease  U.S. 


currency  controls  to  permit  use  of  dollars 
by  the  Chinese,  .eliminating  the  Treasury 
Department  currency  license  now  required 
to  send  American  money  into  China. 

Nixon  said  the  State  Department  had 
been  instructed  to  expedite  visas  for 
individuals  or  groups  of  visitors  from  the 
Chinese  mainland  'seeking  entry  into  the 
United  States. 

The  President  also  ordered  an  end  to 
restrictions  against  American  Oil 
Companies  providing  fuel  for  ships  or 
aircraft  proceeding  to  and  from  China, 
except  for  those  carriers  bound  for  North 
Vietnam,  North  Korea  or  Cuba. 

Also  ended  was  a prohibition  against 
U.S.  ships  and  planes  carrying  Chinese 


cargoes  between  non-Communist  ports  and 
against  U.S.-owned  foreign  flag  vessels 
calling  at  Chinese  ports. 

The  White  House  said  none  of  the  moves 
required  congressional  approval.  Nixon 
discussed  his  plan  Monday  with 
Ambassador  Chow  Shu-kai  of  Nationalist 
China,  and  Ziegler  said  “we  feel  they  have 
a general  understanding  on  this  matter.” 

Chou  said  in  Peking  that  because  of  the 
American  delegation’s  visit,  “a  new  page 
has  been  opened  in  relations  between  our 
two  peoples.” 

State  Department  officials  said  Nixon’s 
announcement  was  not  prompted  by  the 
Chinese  premier’s  friendly  remarks.

Vicki  Laney,  candidate  for  vice  president 
of  Women’s  Activities,  was  found  guilty  by 
the  Elections  Hearing  Court  yesterday  for 
‘‘campaign  material  appearing  in  the 
language  lab  of  the  McKay  Building  which 
is  improper  display  of  campaign  material.” 

It  was  reported  that  Laney  was  drafting  a 
brief  to  make  an  appeal  of  the  court’s 
decision  to  the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court. 

According  to  Roger  Harris,  chief  justice 
of  the  Elections  Hearing  Court,  there  are 
only  three  grounds  for  appeal: 
constitutional  issue,  a point  of  law,  and 
overriding  considerations  of  fairness  and 
justice. 

The  court  briefs  of  Clint  Johnson  and 
Connie  Allen,  candidates  for  vice  president 
of  Culture  and  Women’s  Activities,  who 
were  found  guilty  Tuesday  of  campaign 
violations,  were  read  by  the  ASBYU 
Supreme  Court  yesterday. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  returned  the  case 
to  the  Hearing  Court  to  be  tried. 

Johnson  and  Allen  were  found  guilty  of 
displaying  campaign  material  in  the 
Helaman  Halls  underpass.  Both  candidates 
appealed  the  decision  on  the  grounds  that 
the  underpass  is  a part  of  the  housing  area 
of  Helaman  Halls-which  is  not  off-limits 
to  display  campaign  material. 

The  Elections  Hearing  Court  will  rehear 
the  case  today,  according  to  Chief  Justice 
Harris.

Accusations  against  FBI 
‘unfounded’  says  Ziegler 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The  White 
House  rejected  as  “unfounded  and 
repugnant  to  this  administration” 
yesterday  growing  suggestions  that  the  FBI 
is  conducting  clandestine  surveillance  of 
private  citizens. 

Press  Secretary  Ronald  Ziegler  responded 
heatedly  to  a charge  by  Sen.  Edmund  S. 
Muskie,  D-Maine,  that  FBI  agents  had  spied 
on  Earth  Day  rallies  in  Washington  and 
across  the  country  that  were  held  a year 


ago  to  dramatize  the  need  to  clean  the 
environment. 

Ziegler,  who  said  he  had  discussed  the 
matter  with  President  Nixon,  told 
newsmen  that  if  FBI  agents  were  at  the 
Washington  Monument  ceremony  last  April 
22,  they  were  there  only  to  “observe 
persons  who  have  records  of  criminal 
violence.” 

The  press  secretary  insisted  that  FBI 
wiretapping  activities  relate  only  to 
organized  crime  and  national  security.

How  to  enjoy  an  evening  at  the  theater

There  has  been  a great  deal  of  speculation  lately 
in  the  nation’s  press  about  the  imminent  demise  of 
classical  music.  In  many  areas, cpncert  attendance 
Kas'fallen  ofT shafpiy^flassica^record  sales  are 
down,  and  many  leading  musical  organizations  are 
in  severe  financial  trouble.  Classical  music,  it  is 
proposed,  cannot  hold  the  public’s  interest. 

In  my  opinion,  this  stems  from  a basic  lack  of 
understanding  by  the  populace.  The  cause  of 
boredom  and  irritation  at  concerts  is  the  inevitable 
result  of  trying  to  focus  on  the  concert  hall  stage 
instead  of  the  immediate  environs  of  the  audience. 
A simple  course  in  concert  hall  analysis,  suggested 
by  a recent  article  in  Playbill  Magazine  entitled 
“Concert  Pests,”  could  remedy  the  situation.  He 
suggested  that  what  is  going  on  around  you  is 
vastly  more  interesting  than  some  remote  and 
vague  antics  up  front. 

An  evening  spent  at  almost  any  BYU  concert 
will  illustrate  what  I mean: 

First  of  all,  there  is  the  FORGETTER.  Since  his 
specialty  is  holding  up  lines,  he  is  usually  most 
active  just  outside  the  concert  hall.  The  forgetter 
always  leaves  his  activity  card  home  or,  in  the  case 
of  the  ladies,  loses  it  in  the  bottom  of  her  purse. 

He  makes  it  a point  not  to  wear  a tie  to  a concert, 
while  he  makes  sure  his  mate  wears  only  levis,  or 
at  least  slacks.  As  the  line  finally  begins  to  move 
again,  he  is  heard  grumbling  about  being  constant- 
ly inconvenienced  at  BYU. 

Close  behind  the  Forgetter  (but  not  too  close)  is 
the  LATECOMER.  The  Latecomer’s  watch  is  set 
to  Mormon  Standard  Time;  he  actually  believes  all 


activities  operate  on  that  basis.  That  is  why  he’s  so 
upset  when  he  isn’t  admitted  until  intermission. 
\\^en  the  latecomer  finally  manages  to  get  past  the 
usher,  he  bangs  the  door  in  disdain  on  the  way  in 
and  trips  over  everybody’s  feet  with  a loud  “Ex- 
cuse me,”  as  he  claws  his  way  to  the  center  seat. 

Related  to  the  Latecomer  is  the  MOVER,  who 
uses  many  of  the  same  tricks.  As  soon  as  he  hears 
the  first  notes  from  the  direction  of  the  stage,  he 
decides  he  doesn’t  like  his  seat  and  makes  as  much 
commotion  as  possible  getting  to  another  one.  He 
may  try  out  several  before  he  is  satisfied. 

Just  as  things  are  settling  down,  you  hear  a 
strange  tapping  noise  behind  you.  It  is  DRUM- 
MER. He  is  either  beating  his  pencil  on  the  back  of 
your  seat,  tapping  his  foot  on  the  floor,  or  making 
weird  clicks  with  his  tongue.  This  would  not  be  so 
bad  if  he  were  a trained  percussionist,  but  most  of 
the  time  he  has  no  sense  of  rhythm,  and  just  as  he 
is  ready  for  a cymbal  crash,  there  is  a silence  in  the 
music. 

One  of  the  most  conspicuous  denizens  of  the 
concert  hall  is  the  aspiring  CONDUCTOR.  He  will 
be  seen  in  the  front  row  waving  his  arms  in  imita- 
tion of  the  man  on  the  podium.  This  can  have  an 
interesting  effect  if  he  catches  the  eye  of  an 
absent-minded  performer. 

But  you  aren’t  bothered  by  him  for  long.  For 
your  attention  is  suddenly  arrested  by  the  person 
sitting  next  to  you— a HUMMER.  You  sympathize 
with  him,  for  he  has  a severe  case  of  frustration. 
Since  he  could  never  make  it  into  a performing 
group,  he  must  release  his  tremendous  talent  in 
absentia  from  the  stage.  Unfortunately  he  always 
seems  to  be  loudest  when  the  musicians  are  most 
subdued.  It  is  also  during  this  lull  that  the  rare 
PIRATE  can  be  observed.  If  he  is  fairly  close  you 
can  hear  the  whirr  of  his  tape  recorder.  Just  look 
for  the  microphone  which  he  is  trying  inconspicu- 
ously to  hold  up  toward  the  stage. 

If  you  are  really  lucky,  you  will  be  sitting  by  a 
special  type  of  hummer  who  likes  to  interrupt 
himself  with  verbal  profundities.  There  are  two 
types  of  this  species,  called  COMMENTATORS. 
The  first  is  a long-time  member  of  some  civic 
concert  association,  and  the  second  is  a freshman 
music  student.  Commentators  do  not  talk  to  • 
anyone  in  particular  (they  almost  always  come 
alone),  but  for  the  benefit  of  everyone  in  earshot. 
Some  of  their  favorite  sayings  are,  “This  is  my 
favorite  part,”  or  “Wow,  that  was  really  beautiful, 
wasn’t  it?”  or  “Did  you  hear  that?  Somebody  just 
hit  a wrong  note.” 

When  you  hear  a low  rumble  or  hiss,  don’t  be 
alarmed.  It  is  only  the  WHISPERER.  He  comes  to 
the  concert  hall  to  discuss  his  love  life,  the  big 
game,  a test  coming  up,  or  just  to  whisper  sweet 
nothings  in  his  mate’s  ear.  He  is  easy  to  spot 
because  he  always  leans  over  to  block  your  view. 

One  advanced  stage  of  this  type  is  known  as  the 
LOVER.  Lovers  always  come  in  pairs,  and  general- 
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ly  remain  throughout  the  whole  evening  locked  in 
a passionate  embrace.  You  can  always  see  them  oi 
the  back  row,  but  if  they  cannot  find  a spot  there 
they  are  not  averse  to  coming  up  where  they  can 
be  observed  more  readily. 

The  Lover  will  often  develop  into  the  parent, 
better  known  as  the  BABY  SITTER.  This  faithful 
attender  either  thinks  the  music  will  put  his  baby 
to  sleep,  or  he  wants  to  expose  his  child  to  cultun 
at  an  early  age.  Judging  by  the  vociferous  reactiorfc 
of  the  baby,  this  plan  is  a dismal  failure. 

Especially  plentiful  in  this  climate  is  the  CLAP- 
PER. He  is  poised  throughout  the  evening  with  hi 
hands  in  readiness,  so  that  at  the  first  silence  he 
can  be  first  to  applaud.  It  makes  no  difference  to 
him  whether  this  is  in  the  middle  of  the  piece,  at 
the  break  between  movements  of  a symphony,  or 
at  the  end  of  a peaceful  subdued  number.  His 
purpose  in  life  is  to  prevent  the  effect  of  the 
reverberations  from  the  final  chords  and  the  few 
precious  seconds  of  meditation  it  offers. 

A close  cousin  of  the  clapper  is  the  habitual 
STANDER.  No  matter  what  the  occasion,  he  feel 
it  is  imperative  that  a standing  ovation  be  given  a 
the  end  of  the  concert.  It  is  apparent  that  he  has 
never  heard  a truly  exceptional  concert  or  couldn 
tell  the  difference  if  he  did.  Performers  at  BYU 
should  be  forewarned  that  a standing  ovation 
means  nothing. 

With  a knowledge  of  the  various  types  of  con- 
cert hall  inhabitants,  even  the  inexperienced 
listener  can  enjoy  his  evening  at  the  concert. 
Instead  of  just  a confused  mass  of  noises  and 
sights,  the  concert  hall  should  be  seen  as  a veri- 
table zoo  of  native  pests  in  their  national  habitat

Muskie  says  FBI  was  sp5dng 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Sen. 
Edmund  S.  Muskie,  D-Maine, 
accused  the  FBI  yesterday  of 
spying  on  Earth  Day  rallies  held  a 
year  ago  to  glorify  the 
environment. 

He  said  Congress  should  set  up  a 
board  to  monitor  all  government 
agencies  who  gather  intelligence 
on  civilians. 

In  a Senate  speech,  Muskie  said 
the  FBI  had  no  business 


eavesdropping  on  citizens 
protesting  pollution  where  “no 
crime  or  threat  of  crime  was 
involved  nor  . . . any  violence 
threatened.” 

He  inserted  into  the 
congressional  record  and  released 
to  reporters  copies  of  a document 
on  FBI  stationery  describing  the 
Earth  Day  rally  held  April  22, 
1 970,  near  the  Washington 
Monument.  The  report  listed  the 


Vets  stage  mock  mission 


BOSTON  (UPI)  - About  30 
bearded,  long-haired 
ex-servicemen— wearing  old 
fatigues,  firing  toy  guns  and 
lobbing  make-believe  hand 
grenades— staged  mock  search  and 
destroy  mission  across  City  Hall 
Plaza  yesterday  to  open  the 
“spring  offensive  against  the 
Indochina  War.” 

The  veterans  split  into  platoons 
and  spread  out  across  the 
multi-tiered  red  brick  plaza  on  an 
imaginary  mission,  converging  on 
a subway  station  exit  where  they 
handed  out  antiwar  literature  to 
early-morning  commuters. 

A very  light  April  shower 
sprinkled  as  some  of  the  veterans. 


members  of  Vietnam  Veterans 
Against  the  War,  “captured” 
several  non-uniformed  colleagues 
who  posed  as  Viet  Cong.  Some 
vets  carried  umbrellas  with  their 
“combat  gear.” 

- Beston  Cram,  a former  Marine 
officer,  said  the  mock  mission  was 
“to  give  people  some  idea  of  what 
it’s  like  when  a U.S.  infantry 
platoon  sweeps  through  a village 
in  Southeast  Asia.  Had  this  been  a 
town  in  Vietnam,  the  dogs  would 
be  shot,  the  women  raped,  the 
men  hauled  off  and 
interrogated— and  maybe  shot,  the 
crops  destroyed,  the  town  burned 
down  and  the  community 
displaced.” 


LOS  ANGELES  (UPI)  - Four 
civilians  recruited  by  an  insurance 
salesman  left  yesterday  for  Laos 
to  offer  themselves  as 
replacements  for  American 
prisoners  of  war  in  North 
Vietnam. 

Dominic  “Bud”  Cimino,  45, 
organizer  of  the  project,  said  they 
hoped  to  negotiate  a 
“body-for-body  exchange— one 
human  being  for  another  human 
being.” 

A Marine  veteran  of  World  War 
II  and  father  of  three  children, 
Cimino  said  at  the  airport  he  was 
optimistic  that  the  unusual 
operation  would  succeed.  “We’ve 
got  a good  partner— God,”  he  said. 

The  men  offering  themselves  as 
hostages  are  the  Rev.  Jean 
Trouche,  59,  a French-speaking 


speakers  at  the  demonstration, 
including  Muskie  himself. 

He  said  the  FBI  compiled 
between  40  and  60  reports  on 
other  Earth  Day  rallies  held 
around  the  nation. 

“If  antipollution  rallies  are  a 
subject  of  intelligence  concern,  is 
anything  immune?”  Muskie  asked 
the  senate.  “Is  there  any  citizen 
involved  in  politics  who  is  not  a 
potential  subject  for  an  FBI 
dossier?” 

Muskie  refused  to  disclose  how 
he  obtained  the  report  but  said  it 
was  not  among  the  more  than 
1,000  documents  stolen  recently 
from  the  FBI  office  at  Media,  Pa. 

To  counteract  what  he  called 
the  “excessive  zeal”  of  the  FBI 
and  other  civilian  intelligence 
agencies,  Muskie  proposed 
creating  an  independent  review 
board  composed  of  congressmen, 
judges,  lawyers  and  intelligence 
officers.  It  would  keep  tabs  on  the 
amount  of  spying  done  and  issue 
an  annual  report  to  the  public. 

Legislation  spelling  out  limits 
on  the  scope  of  domestic 
intelligence  might  also  be  needed, 
he  said. 


Men  offer  to  replace  POW 


Methodist  minister  here;  Stan 
Bagwell,  50,  a retired  Navy  petty 
officer;  Patrick  MacDonald,  21,  a 
conscientious  objector,  and  Ed 
Newmyer,  70,  a retired  fireman. 

Cimino,  who  plans  to  return  to 
Los  Angeles  if  the  other  four  are 
accepted  as  replacements,  says  he 
has  50  more  volunteers  waiting  to 
take  the  places  of  war  prisoners. 

Cimino  hopes  to  meet  with 
North  Vietnamese  officials  in 
Vientiane  to  work  out  the  deal. 
Funds  were  limited— some  of  the 
group  got  plane  tickets  on  a “fly 
now,  pay  later”  basis— and  Cimino 
estimated  they  would  be  able  to 
stay  in  Laos  a month  at  the 
longest. 

Cimino  spent  four  months 
setting  up  his  campaign  and  says 
“I  want  to  get  enough  men  so  we 
can  replace  every  prisoner.”

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Noyes  says 

newspapers 

superfieial 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Newbold  Noyes  Jr.,  president  of 
the  American  Society  of 
Newspaper  Editors,  charged 
yesterday  that  U.S.  newspapers 
are  so  lazy,  gullible,  superficial 
and  tied  to  worn-out  formulas 
that  they  give  their  readers  “a 
view  of  society  and  its  problems 
that  we  know  to  be  wrong.” 


Noyes,  editor  of  the  Washington 
Evening  Star,  opened  the  society’s 
annual  convention  with  a critique 
of  the  American  press  no  less 
harsh  than  that  sounded 
frequently  by  Vice  President 
Spiro  T.  Agnew. 


“My  message,”  he  told  his  500 
colleagues,  “is  that  we  are  not 
exactly  writing  a glorious  chapter 
on  the  history  of  the  newspaper 
profession  these  days— that,  as  our 
critics  suggest,  we  have  a good 
deal  to  answer  for  at  the  bar  of 
public  opinion. 

“We  are  lazy  and  superficial  in  , 
much  of  our  reporting,”  he  said. 
“Often  we  do  not  even  bother  to 
challenge  ourselves  with  the 
difficult  question  as  to  what  really 
is  going  on.” 

The  old,  easy  reliance  on  the 
“man-bites-dog”  definition  of 
news,  he  said,  “ensures  that  the 


man  will,  indeed,  bite  the  dog,  if 
he  wants  to  get  on  page  one. 

“In  this  process  of  letting  the 
kooks  on  both  sides  determine  for 
us  what  constitutes  tomorrow’s 
news  — and  the  kookier  their 
activity,  the  bigger  the  news— we 
are  giving  our  readers  a view  of 
society  and  its  problems  that  even 
we  know  is  false.” 

The  press,  he  said,  pays  more 
attention  to  Martha  Mitchell,  “a 
cabinet  wife  who  persists  in  the 
illusion  that  she  is  a Marie 
Antoinette,”  than  in  the 
“combined  construction  efforts” 
of  all  other  wives  of  Washington 
officialdom.
